{hat in 113 factorler reporting In Germany
the mean net preofit for each factory was
$i2 240 for the past yoar The price re-

ported patd for boets Is uaually fictitions, the
best of the beet growers owning the factory
and preferring to share In the general profits
rather than to charige a high price for the
beots, TFirst clazs beets rarely well for less
than $5 4 ton. The Westorn Beet Sugar
company of Watsonville, Cal,, stated that
in the senson of 185888 the cost of manu
facturing sugar from the beets amounted to
$50.80 per ton of sugar. The department
holds now that with improved machinery and
most economical processes beet sugar can
be made in thls country at a cost of from 3
to 4 cenuts por pound when the price of rich
beets does rot exceed 35 a ton. From rell-
able data 1t §s stated that In Burope the cost
of erecting a factory with the most modern
machinery of a eapaclty of at least 200 tons
of beets per day s about $200,000, In this
country, owing to increased cost of trans-
portation and the higher price of lahor, the
cost probably woulidl be $350,000, The re-
port discowntenances cheap manufacturing
processeas and holds out no ressonable hope to
farmers of successfully esiablishing a home
beet sugar factory, but prediets that the co-
operative factory methoda practiced In

submittied the protest. The protest follows
the line of that of August 28, 1804, presented
by Baron Saurma, 'the then German ambas-
sador, to Secretary Grésham, respecting dis-
criminations agalost sugar dutles In the Wil-
son bill. The essential ground of protest
Is that In August, 1891, Secretary of State
Foster and the German charge de affalres,
My, von Mumrm, entered into an agreement
al Baratoga, N. Y/, providing that importa-
tions of American pork Into Germany slould
not be hindered ‘or discriminated against
and that Importations of German sugar into
the Unlted States' should not be diserim-
inated agalnst. The protest declares that
the diseriminatory dutles on sugar would
be opposed to that agréeement, and In such
oase Germany would consider the agreement
vold throughout and ‘would act accordingly.

When the Foster-Von Mumm agreement
was called to thé attention of officlala of
the Unlted States' conversant with Its ne-
gotlution, the statément was made that the
agreement had long ago gone out of exist-
ence, It was besdd! the officials stated, on
the reciproelty clause of the MeKinley law
and was not to be elfective as agalnst subse-
quent enactments of congress, The Wilson
tarifl law disregarded the agreement, which,
it Is sald, became inoperative thereafter,
Under these clreumetances it is held that
the Foster-Von Mumm commission ez in
